Ou the north western outskirts o! Lon- 


don, in a tine old country mansion, 
surrounded by extensive grounds, lives 
iiud labors one of thfl -wealthiest and 
most fashionable of veterinary surgeons, 
who numbers among his customers va- 
rious mombois of the royal family, many 
persons of title and distinguished lead- 
era of society—in fact, his prices are so 
handsome that ordinary, naiddlo class, 
mortals cannot 'afford to tivail them- 
selves of hia services. 


He is a dog specialist, leaving all the 


remainder of the animal kingdom in the 
hands of other practitioners, and the 
fact that ho has made a very comfort- 
able fortune justifies him in his exolu- 
sivcncsfi. And not only will he tend the

ible as it may sound, oven with Biblical 
tests.,—London Tit-Bits.

prohibited Mr. McKinloy from making 
speeches through the country during 
the campaign, and he is even now re- 
gretting that he has spent so much 
money in getting visitors to Canton, as 
Mr. McKinlay frequently talki twaddle 
to hia audiences. One day this week 
iu talking to a delegation of " farmers' 
McKinley said: 


"If the Government bad the power to 


make money, us some people beliove, or 
had the po-./o;- to adopt the value of u 
thinir, it would riot need to resort to 
taxes. It would aimply set its mints to 
work and make the neceasary money to 
pay its running expanses." 


The Constitution o£ the 
United 


States, Article I, Section 8, empowers 
Congress "to coin money and regulate 
the value thereof," and Section 10 of 
the same Article prohibits any State 
from " making anything but gold and 
silver coin a tender in payment of 
debts." If the power granted to Con 
greaa by the Constitution is denied by 
the gold men, then Mr. McKinley is 
right, but as the Constitution is not 
yet set aside, Mr. MoKiuloy ia wrong. 
His argument that "it the Government 
had the power to make money, it would 
set its mints to work and make thu UKC 
esaary money Jto pay its running ex- 
penses" is silly. On what would the 
mints be set at work? They could not 
make money of air. It requires mater- 
ial for tiiemints to work ou and as tho 
States are prohibited from making 
anything but gold nnd silver coins a 
tender for debts, the mints must coin 
gold and silver or tho people cannot 
pay their debts. 
The Government 


must get the gold and silver bafore it 
can set its mints to work, and us the 
average cost of every ounce of gold and 
silver produced in the United States is 
astimated to be equal, if it does not ex- 
ceed,its coinage value. The Government, 
from the establishment of tho mint 
up to 1873, coined gold aud silver into 
money for the people. In that year by 
legislation it closod the mints uyaiust 
silver and nil that the farmers, imuera 
and producing classes of the United 
States now ask is .that Congress shall 
right the wrong of 1873. 


That tho Government has the Couati; 


tutional right to make money has not 
been disputed,, except by Mr. McKin- 
ley, and as he seems to be hypnotized 
by the trusts and monopolies, whose 
money he hopes will elect him, it H 
bat charitable to asaume that he is not 
spanking for himself, but echoing the 
sentiments of the money kings. 


SKNATOIl LOUOK ADMITS THK GOLD 


STANDARD IS A FAILUKK. 


The National Bimetallisl, edited by ex- 


Congressman H. F. Bartiuo of Nevada, 
who clung to the Republican party 
until it absolutely declared against 
free coinage, prints an extract from the 
speech delivered by Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts in the 
United States Senate on February 10, 
1896, just eight mouths ago, in which be 
said: 


"But, Mr. President, Lord Salisbury 


obeys a stronger force, a mightier will 
than his own. In tho last resort, the 
power which controls Europe and Eng- 
land is the great power of money and 
the money lender. The money lenders 
do not care how many Armenians are 
butchered; the Armenians are not 
nominated in the bond; but they care 
very much that nothing shall be done 
to disturb or jar anything; that noth- 
ing shall be done to disturb values; 
and they fear that if England moved 
to rescue the wretched Armenians 
values might be disturbed and Otto- 
man bonds decline." 


The BlmetaUisl says "the Republican 


party admits, as fully as its opponents 
have declared, that the experiment of 
the single standard of gold has been a 
disastrous failure, even though it seeks 
to veil its admission behind an allega- 
tion of other causes, and the present

•mightier will' of money and the money 
lender which rales Europe and Eng- 
land; which cares not for the butchery 
of men, bat demands that humanity 
and patriotism be laid aside; which is 
Indifferent to everything as long as 
nothing shall be done to disturb values, 
and that bonds may not decline; while 
the opponents of that party propose 
rather to risk having gold at a premium

On May 9, 1898, sotuo very badly 


infested apple and plum trees were 
sprayed with a strong wash of whale 
oil soap (2 pounds of soap to 1 gallon 
of water). But a. siuglo application 
waa made. Especial care' was taken, 
however, to thoroughly wet till parts, 
of the trees, which end seemed to be 
secured, excepting, possibly, tho ulti- 
mate branchlets. The work was done 
later than was desirable as the leaves 
had already appeared. The leaves 
were badly crumpled and shriveled by 
the wash, which condition they have 
maintained during the season. The 
younger leaves which bad not ex- 
panded have presented a most healthy 
appearance in sharp contiast to the 
contorled leaves of early spring.
